The committee got in touch with 
Mr. L. C. Mullgardt for the purpose 
of making the study and recommend¬ 
ing a method that would accomplish 
improved service between South San 
Francisco and San Francisco, an.I 
produce a saving in time. The com¬ 
mittee met with .Mr. .Mullgardt in San 
Francisco on .lanuary 28 and ar¬ 
ranged with him to make the study 
and report with his recommendations. 

.Mr. .Mullgardt has notified the com¬ 
mittee that his report Is ready and 
that he is prepared to personally make 
the presentation at a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce on .Monday 
night. July 27. 

■Mr. .Mullgardt has made a study of 
the traffic anil transportation condi¬ 
tions of many of the large cities of 
Europe and the t’nlted Stales. 

The solution of the transportatlcn 
Iiroblem, as It relates to San Fran¬ 
cisco, is so vitally important to the 
progress of the Peninsula that the di¬ 
rectors have called a special meeting 
of the chamber for .Monday night, July 
27, at the city hall, so that all of the 
communities on the Peninsula and 
all South San Francisco may have an 
opportunity to hear Mr. .Mullgardt 
personally make his report ami rec¬ 
ommendations in the matter. 

All of the organizations and rom- 
mlttees on the Peninsula and certain 
organizations In S’in Fran<-1( 'o have 
been invited to attend this special 
meeting. Therefore, If you are in¬ 
terested In the solution of this prob- 
letn that will advani-e the progress of 
South San Francisco, you should be 
Iiresent ami lend your aid to Its solii- 
lion. 

THE ORANGE 

AVENUE CROSSING 

The railroad commrsslon has re¬ 
fused to grant the Market Street Hall¬ 
way a rehearing on the Orange Ave¬ 
nue crossing matter and there Is prac¬ 
tically no likelihood that the company 
will do anything further. Conse- 
(luently Trustee ('unnlngham, at the 
regular hoard of trustees meeting on 
Monday night brought up the matter 
and various suggestions were made as 
to how at least a temporary road 
could be perfecteil. The board has 
consulted Engineer Kneese on the 
mutter and It Is anticipated that at 
least some flll-ln will be made and 
lirobably in between the trucks planed 
so as to make the road passable for 
the time being. It will, however, be 
a waste of money to start any perma¬ 
nent work there until something Is 
done in connection with the reclama¬ 
tion project, or until next year. 

It Is understood that the mayor of 
I.awndale is heartily in favor of the 
reclamulioii project as suggested In a 
report by Engineer Kneese, and of 
course a good deal depends upon the 
outcome of this scheme before any¬ 
thing permanent can be done on the 
Orange Avenue improvements or the 
improving of the park In that district. 
The board of trustees are now study¬ 
ing the matter from every angle and 
it Is assured that everything possible 
to show good faith with the railroad 
commission and the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Eanil and Improvement Company 
will be dune.

Redistricting Of 
San Mateo County 


For some time tliere has been 
strong protest voiced In regards to: 
the way San Mateo County is dis¬ 
tricted and at the boanl of supervis¬ 
ors’ meeting in Redwood City on .Mon- 
ditv a petition for reilistricting the 
i-oiioty was presented l)y ,\ttorney B. 
Fergii.son of Burlingame and others. 

The petitioners suggest that the dis¬ 
tricts lie as follows: ' 

District So. 1—Daly City, Colma, 
.South San Francisco. .San Pedro, Vis- 
itacion. Sun Bruno, with a total regis¬ 
tration of 4,768. 

District .No. 2—Burlingame. Mill-' 
brae. Lomita Park. Hillsborough, with 
a total registration of t.719. 

District .No. 3 San .Mateo, Belmont.' 
Bercstord, San Mateo Homestead, with' 
a total registration of 4,395. 

District No. 4—Reciwood City. Red-; 
wood outside. Sun Carlos, Atherton, i 
with a total registration of 3.2U2. | 

District .No. 5 Balance of the 
county, with a rcgl.stratlon of 3,410. 

It is i)uinteil out liy the petitioners 
that the present division of the 
county was determin<“d on April 1, 
1901, when the population of the 
county was 12.094. according to the 
federal census of 1900, and the popu¬ 
lation of the different districts was 
as follows: District .No. 1. 2,452; .No. 
2. 3,298; .No. 3, 3.953; .No. 4, 1,383; 
.No. 5. 1.008. 

The present population is estimated 
at 51.Otto, and it is pointed out that 
the Fifth Township, with a population 
of 1.000, or 2 per cent of the total, has 
a vote of one-fiftli on the board of 
supervisors. In tile Fourth Township 
the population is estitnated at 1.500, 
or 3 per cent of the total, with a vote ' 
of one-fifth on the board of super¬ 
visors. The rights of the voters and 
taxpayers are thus violated, it is 
charged, and the petitioners pray that, 
the county be divided as near equal 
us possible.

In that event there will 
be about five hundred men employed.;

Mr. Oazzera 
on Monday night was granted a per¬ 
mit to hold Saturday night dances un¬ 
til midnight, also he was granted a 
soft drink license permit. Mrs. Bara- 
dat, the former proprietor, It Is under¬ 
stood, did not sell the building or 
property, but merely the establish¬ 
ment as a going concern. 


Motor Law Change 
Effective Friday 


Changes In the motor vehicle driv¬ 
ing code which go into effect Friday, 
July 24, were summarized In a state¬ 
ment issued today by George E. Sand- 
ford, general attorney and head ot 
the legal department ot the California 
State Automobile Association. 

The changes are those made by the 
Breed bills, which were drafted by at¬ 
torneys of the association and ot the 
Automobile Club of Southern Califor¬ 
nia, following a 2-year study ot the 
operation of the California vehicle act, 
which the automobile association fos¬ 
tered two years ago. 

They provide for greater safety and 
clarify certain sections of the act. 

Here are the more important 
changes as analyzed by Attorney 
Sandford: 

It you are not already a licensed 
operator or chauffeur, you must file 
with your application (or a license a 
sworn statement ot your qualifications 
to drive and if the division of motor 
vehicles deems it necessary, it may 
require you to stand examination and 
give an actual demonstration ot your 
ability to exercise reasonable and 
ordinary control over the operation 
of a motor vehicle. 

Hereafter, when two vehicles ap¬ 
proach an.. Intersection at approxi¬ 
mately the same time, the vehicle from 
the right shall have the right of way 
over the vehicle approaching from its 
left, provided it is traveling at a law¬ 
ful rate of speed. 

Your operator’s or chauffeur’s li¬ 
cense will be automatically revoked 
following a third conviction within 
one calendar year for speeding or 
reckless driving. Licenses of persons 
convicted of manslaughter or other 
felony involving the use of a motor 
vehicle will be revoked. 

Upon investigation of a verified 
complaint that an operator is incom¬ 
petent or habitually reckless or negli¬ 
gent, the division ot motor vehicles 
may bold a hearing and require the 
operator to show cause why his li¬ 
cense should not be revoked. 

By amendment to the penal code, it 
became a misdemeanor to throw any 
lighted cigarette, cigar, ashes or 
other flaming or glowing substance 
from a moving vehicle. 

You are only entitled to a 6-day 
notice when arrested for a violation 
of the motor vehicle laws, when you 
Can produce your operator’s license 
or other satisfactory means ot identi¬ 
fication. 

Failure to appear in court, either 
in person or by counsel. In violation 
of a written promise given an ar¬ 
resting officer, is a misdemeanor pun¬ 
ishable by a fine of $500 or six 
months in jail or both. 

Failure to yield the right of way to 
a vehicle entitled thereto. Is a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Box-backed Fords or similar ve¬ 
hicles equipped with a receptacle for 
carrying personal property only oc¬ 
casionally or Incidentally are ex¬ 
empted from the payment of weight 
taxes. 

Cars manufactured prior to 1920 and 
using headlights operating off the 
magneto may continue to operate with 
such lights until September 1, 1927, 
provided they have their 1925 license 
plates prior to July 24. The head¬ 
lamps, however, must be equipped 
with legal lenses or reflectors. 

PEOPLE HAVE 

BEEN ADVISED 

In order that the people In the dis¬ 
trict where paving is to be done in 
the alleys may not be put to extra 
expense and also In order that at 
some future date this paving will not 
have to be torn up, the board of 
trustees has notlfi^ the property 
owners to arrange for the putting in 
of sewer and other laterals before the 
paving is done. The board advised 
the property owners to either arrange 
with the contractor now doing the 
city work or else arrange to have the 
work done under the proper super¬ 
vision ot the city engineer. Also the 
board has notified said property own¬ 
ers that any additional information 
about the matter can be secured from 
the city clerk. This is the proper 
spirit of co-operation and it is antici¬ 
pated that the citizens will also co¬ 
operate.

IMPROVED FIRE FIGHTING FACILITIES 

One of the main questions for the citizens of South San 
Francisco to consider at this time is an improved fire fighting 
sptem. Not because we have a complaint to make in connec¬ 
tion with our present system, but because the city has advanced 
so rapidly that we have not kept pace with this very important 
civic necessity. The South San Francisco fire department needs ! 
at least one up-to-date pumping engine, ladders and personal 
equipment for the men as protection against fumes and dense 
smoke. As for the additional hose, the board of trustees at¬ 
tends to that matter on the recommendation of the fire chief. 

South San Francisco has had some serious fires, but in that 
respect we are no different than any other city, as the follow¬ 
ing will show: 

In 1913 ?203, <63,550 worth of property was destroyed ^ 
by fire in the United States. In 1923 the figure had mounted to “ 
$535,372,782, and the estimate for 1924 places the probable * 
total at a new high point—$545,810,639. This is at the rate of = 
ten and a half million dollars a week, which can be represented 
by a row of $10,000 residences over four miles in length set 
on fire and completely destroyed every seven days.” 

Because of their close contact with the fire loss problem, fu 
the insurance companies realize more clearly than does the 
general public, the magnitude of the yearly waste of material n! 
wealth and human life, „■ 

As underwriters, they view with alarm the resultant ever- 
increasing loss ratio, approaching 60 per cent last year. Co- i>r 
operation of every interest toward conservation, with earnest 
co-ordination, constitutes the best possible, and indeed, the|ni 
only means, for remedying a situation which is a discredit to an ra 
enlightened people. th 

Let us all get in and boost for an improved fire depart- i>c 
ment for South San Francisco and let us not stint and quibble 
over a few dollars in this matter. We can safely leave the 
items and costs to our officials and the board of fire under- 
writers. hci

(liant Power is a plan for supplying 
electric current for every purpose to 
I the peojile of America in greater 
> abundance and at cheaper rales than 
• ever before. It includes the produc¬ 
tion of electricity in enormous quanti¬ 
ties, partly fiom water power, but 
cliiefly at huge coal-burning central 
power stations near the mouths of 
mines; the pouring of tliat electricity 
as It were Into a great iiool of power; 
for the service of all, and the saving 
of the valuable by-products of coal' 
liurncd for power. It aims to assist 
land haslen tlie rapid expansion of 
j electric service. 

The (liant Power plan undertakes 
to prevent the nation-wide electric 
moiio|)oly now almobt formi il from ac 
quiring industrial, commercial, finan¬ 
cial and political control of tliis na¬ 
tion. It does not aim at puhlli- owner- 
shij). hut demands that in all plans 
for electric development the pulili*- 
Interest shall receive first considera¬ 
tion. Through effective pulillc regii-' 
latlon it proposes lo lireak down and 
imt an end to the iiresent unfair dis¬ 
crimination in rales in favor of a few 
gr.-at users of electricity and against 
moderate and small users through | 
which the latter are made to iiay ex¬ 
tortionate eliarges. 

Super-power is llie name chosen by 
the electric magnets for their own set 
up of a nation-wide electric monoply. 
(liant Power and super-power are as 
different as a tame elepliant and a 
wild one. One is the friend and fel¬ 
low worker of man—Hie otlier, at 
large ami uneuntrolled, may he a dan¬ 
gerous enemy. Tlie place for the pub-. 
lie is on the neck of the elepliant 
guiding its movements, not on the 
ground helpless under its knees. 

(liant Power means regulation liy 
the people of tlie coming electric; 
monoply. Su|)er-|)owcr means control, 
of the people liy the monoply. The 
principal object of super-power Is' 
profit for the companies—not benefit 
for the puhlle—and It is on the way' 
lo being realized witli a rapidity which 
it is difficult fully lo understand. If 
we are to have lliant Power instead, 
of super-power—development in Hie 
interest of all instead of development 
in Hie interest of a few—ilie time in 
whieli to make sure of it is very sliorl.

Another chapter of progress was 
written Saturday afternoon in the his¬ 
tory of Caiifornia deveiopment, when 
a great assemblage of newspaper men 
and citizens, representing the com¬ 
munities of northern California, joined 
In a mammoth celebration which 
marked the completion of the fourth 
unit of the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company’s $100,000,000 Pit River proj¬ 
ect. This unit, which is known as the 
Pit No. 3 plant, is the largest power 
plant so tar constructed by the com¬ 
pany. being of 108,000 horsepower in¬ 
stalled capacity. The plant, with its 
transmission lines, represents an in¬ 
vestment of $17,000,000. This plant 
is located on the Pit River, about sev¬ 
enteen miles below the Pit No. 1 pow¬ 
er house, which Is located near the 
of Fail River Mills, Shasta

structing a small diversion dam across 
the creek, from which a pipe will 
carry the water to the tunnel. 

From Rock Creek the tunnel con¬ 
tinues 12,300 feet to the lower portal 
on the hill above the power house 
site. An adit was provided to facili¬ 
tate tunnel driving at a point 4,640 
feet below Rock Creek. 

Penstocks Receive Water From Tunnel 

At the lower portal the tunnel 
branches by means of a manifold into 
three large steel pipe lines, each hav¬ 
ing a diameter of 10 feet 9 inches. 
Butterfly valves of the same diameter 
are provided just below the manifold, 
in order to permit taking any one pipe 
out of service for possible repair or 
painting, without shutting down the 
entire plant. At)ove these butterfly 
valves all construction is of such a 
nature that it should never be nece.s- 
sary to take the tunnel out of service.

Prior to the completion of the Pit 
No. 1 plant. September 30. 1922, sur¬ 
veys and preliminary details were ar¬ 
ranged for the construction of th-! 
Pit No. 3 plant. This plant was built 
following Pit No. 1 because the 
growth of demands for electric energy 
Indicated that a block of power equiva¬ 
lent to that available from this Pit 
No. 3 plant would be needed about 
July, 1925. This project is rather 
more complicated than the Pit No. 1, 
as it not only involved the construc¬ 
tion of a considerably greater length 
of tunnel, but also required a great 
dam. In order to facilitate the work 
a railroad eleven miles in length was 
constructed as a branch of the Pit 
River Railroad, running from Cayton 
Valley to the Pit No. 3 power house 
site. This railroad passed the dam- 
site. so it became available for haul¬ 
ing material and supplies for the en¬ 
tire project. Pit .No. 3 development 
l)egina about two miles below Peck's 
bridge. 

Diversion Dam Hacks I'p Water 

At this point a diversion dam, 12.-> 
feet in height, Ijacks up the water for 
some ten miles, to the proposed loca¬ 
tion of the Pit No. 2 power house. The 
surface of the reservoir created by 
this dam is 50 feet veitlcally above 
the floor of Peck's bridge, which is 
supplanted by a beautiful three-span
